University Employees Vote’ 
To Accept Social Security 


Everyone who works at Omaha 
University for pay is.now under 
Social Security as of September 
1. 1955. 

This was the date when OU of- 
ficially entered the ranks of Social 


Security and became eligible for 


its retirement benefits. 


A referendum held July 14, 1955, 
showed 83 per cent of the Univer- 
sity voters in favor of the adop- 
tion of the security plan. Voters 
were OU people who were under 
the university retirement play at 
the time. 

Each Pays Two Per Cent 

Fach individual under the pro- 
gram pays two per cent of his 
salary up to his first $4,200. Thus 


a@ person receiving $500 a month . 


would pay $10 a month. A person 
must have been paying Social Se- 
curity for 10 years to be eligible 
for the benefits. 

OU’s adoption of Social Security 
was made possible when Congress 
in 1954 passed a revision to the 
Social Security Act enabling more 
people to come under it. This re- 
vision gave the states the authori- 
ty to grant security if a referen- 
dum showed a majority in favor 
of it. 

Congress Changes Plan Pee 

Previously, in 1951, Congress 
had passed ‘amendments denying 


states and government subdivisions - 


to give Social Security to anyone 


- if they had a retirement plan. 


This law left OU out since the 
University has had a retirement 


. plan since 1943.
